“During the investigation of the oil 
industry,” says the report, ’’it was dis­ 
covered that a very widespread sys­ 
tem of railway discrim inations existed 
in favor of the Standard Oil company, 
affecting a very 
large proportion of 
the country and resulting substantially 
In giving to the Standard Oil •’ouiMany 
an overwhelm ing adv an tag e in tra n s­ 
portation in almost all sections of the 
country; that this system had been in 
existence for a number of years, and 
t h a t largely bv virtue of it tho Stand­ 
ard had been able to restrict or elimi­ 
n ate 
competition 
throughout 
many 
parts of the 
country and 
thereafter 
r e a p the benefits of tntnopoly. 
These 
railway discriminations took various 
forms, often very ingenious in their 
n ature, and so skilfully concealed their 
existence was very rarely suspected 
even by tho active competitors of the 
S tandard, although such competitors 
k new that in general they were doing 
business at a disadvantage.

In speaking of feeding milch cows, at 
the farmer’s institute, Mr. M cGuire laid 
down the rule that in addition to clover 
hay and roots the cow should receive 
two-tifths as 
many pounds of bran 
shorts or ground 
oats as she gave 
pounds of milk per day. 
Ile would 
make little if any exception to the rule 
ami would not grain cows before calv­ 
ing, but would feed roots ami good tame 
hay. 
Mr. M cGuire gave the records of 
every cow’ on the experimental farm and 
advocated the weighing the milk from 
every cow every milking. 
It is not the 
ta^k that it is usually considered to be 
if gone at in tho right way. 
Take a 
stout lath or stick and nail it out from 
the studding of the barn and get a 
spring balance and hand on the end of 
it. 
On the wall beside it place a small 
shelf of convenient height and place 
thereon a sheet of paper ruled for keep­ 
ing a convenient record,givinga column 
for 
each cow 
in tho herd. 
When 
through milking, and before straining 
the milk hang tho pail on tho hook of 
tho spring balance.
